“And the word of Jehovah came unto 
Jonah the second time, saying, Arise, go un- 
to Nineveh, that great city, and preach unto 
it the preaching that I bid thee.”—Jonah 


$:1, 2. 


The book of Jonah is one of the 
most remarkable in the Old Testa- 
ment. The entire book is devoted 
to one thing: a revival in one city, 
Nineveh; preached by one preach- 
er, Jonah; and the number of ser- 
mons preached was just one. The 
results from this revival were the 
greatest in the history of religion. 
One hundred and twenty thousand 
people repented at the preaching 
of Jonah. Next to results in magni- 
tude from one sermon was at 
Pentecost when three thousand re- 
pented at the preaching of Peter, 
yet we hear much about Pentecost 
but little about Nineveh. 

For the Lord to devote one en- 


tire book of the sixty-six in the} 


Bible to one revival reveals the 
importance placed on mass evan- 
gelism by our God. It is our belief 
that He values mass evangelism 
just as much today as He ever did. 
Results have greatly dwindled in 
our revivals, but the fault is man’s 
and not God’s. Results are governed 
by the price we pay. 


What This Revival Story 
Reveals 


The story of this matchless re- 
vival in the book of Jonah is filled 


with tremendously revealing facts. 

First, it shows us the tragic un- 
concern that a saved person can 
have for lost souls. God called 
Jonah to go to Nineveh and preach

Tomorrow our new little 


baby will be home from the 


hospital and so I have an idea I will be scalding bottles and 
hanging out diapers, etc. But the first task I always have the 
first day any baby of ours comes home from the hospital is, 
to tell them salvation’s plan from Adam in the Garden of 
Eden, until Jesus comes in the clouds of glory. So Candy 


has a dry, dull day ahead of 
her tomorrow because she will 
hear Daddy tell her that Adam 
brought sin into the world! 


When our first child, Becky, who 
was eight years old yesterday, 
came home, I told her how Jesus 
loved her, that she was born in 
sin, that when she got old enough 
to know right from wrong she 
would be accountable for her sins, 
and that if she would repent of her 
sins and put her trust and faith in 
the finished work of the cross of 
Calvary, for Jesus died for her, 
she could be saved. 


To each of our children I have 
told that story the first day home 
from the hospital. I haven’t won 
any of them to Christ yet on that 
particular day! They have been 
hard cases! It has taken a little 
while to break through the crust, 
but I have told them that immedi- 
ately. And through these years Il 
have always believed that there 
is arm unusual power in the Word 
of God even to boys and girls. 

I say today that I believe this 
Bible has more power than it 
has ever had. Jesus said in Mark 
13, verse 31, 
Shall pass away: but my words 
shall not pass away.” 

I am speaking this morning on 
the subject, “The Words of Je- 
sus.’”’ I have spoken before about 
His blood, about His name, about 
His hands, about His life; and now 
today, “The Words of Jesus.” 

Through the years many people 
have been helped by His words. 
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“Heaven and earth 
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How many people at a funeral ser- 
vice have been strengthened as 
the preacher quoted Jesus when 
He said: 

“Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also 
in me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to pre- 
pare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” 


Or, how many people at times 
of heartbreak have heard the 
Saviour say, 


“T will not leave you comfort- 
less: I will come to you. And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for ever; 
Even the Spirit of truth.” 

Or, how many people have found 
comfort and salvation at the altar 
or in a great revival campaign, 


or in a Sunday morning service 


like this with the words of Jesus, 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 

Or, how many people have found 
salvation at Jesus’ words in John 
6:37, 

“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.”

Do not let anybody make you 
think it was just a happy accident, 
that it just happened that there 
was an Atlantic Ocean on the east 
side of us to keep us from Europe. 
It did not just happen. Somebody 
put it there. And Someone put us 
here.

We take entirely too many 
things for granted. I am satisfied 
it is hard for Brother Harold 


Strathearn to “enthuse” three 
times a day over Mrs. Strathearn’s 
singing, wonderful as it is, because 
he can hear it every day. (Mrs. 
Strathearn of nation-wide fame 
had just sung beautifully.) We 
take too many things for granted. 
Every good thing comes from God, 
from above. 

One of the marks that proves 
there is a God is that there is a 
pouring out of goodness that could 
not be an accident at all. I often 
start out to prove a man is a fool 
who does not believe in God, and 
that is one of the easiest things 
in the world to do. It does not 
take very much brains to do that. 
The Bible said it in the first place. 
The Bible says: “The fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God.” 
Then there is the evidence of crea- 
tion. We are here—-who made us? 


“The heavens declare the glory of 
God: and the firmament sheweth 
his handywork. Day unto day ut- 
tereth speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge. There is no 
speech nor language, where their 
voice is not heard. Their line is 
gone out through all the earth, 
and their words to the end of the 
world” (Psa. 19:1-4). But I was 


‘amazed this morning as I thought 


of all the arguments I gave prov- 
ing that a man is a fool who does 
not believe there is a God, proof 
from the Bible, and the proof of 
creation and so on, that I had not 
before used this argument of the 
manifest goodness of God. There 
is a benevolence in this world 
that proves there is an ever-watch- 
ing and unfailing God who gives, 
and gives, and loves to give, and 
never quits grvwing! 

I say, every good gift is 
above. Blessings do not accidental- 
ly happen. We do not make them 
others do not give them; they are 
here. How many things we take 
for granted! 

I have taken for granted for a 
good many years my teeth. But 
some months ago I began finding 
my jaw swollen. When a preacher

should support the work of that 
teacher or preacher, for the coti.- 
mand of God is, “Let him that is 
taught in the word communicate 
unto him that teacheth in all good 
things” (Gal. 6:6). 


Should a Christian give all his 
tithes and offerings through his 
local church treasury?

4. Soul winning, getting out the 
Gospel to every creature, should 
be the first thought in our work 
and in our giving (Mark 16:15).

I had the tooth taken out in pieces. 
There was some infection, and for 
a week I went around with one 
side of my jaw like that. of a bull- 
dog that has been bitten by a rat- 
tlesnake. And I had something of 
a bulldog disposition, too! Then I 
went to the doctor and got some 
special technique for caring for it, 
and my wife and I went to the 
Lord in prayer, and this morning 
I am wonderfully thankful for 
thirty-one teeth—a lot more than 
I have ever been for thirty-two! 
I had teeth all these years, but I 
gave no thanks to God. God gave 
them. God kept them every day. 
God does not vary. Every day 
every gift comes from God. “Every 
good gift and every perfect gift 
is from above.” 

And the second thing in this 
Scripture is, “ and cometh 
down from the Father of lights.” 

It is not often that I go to the 
Father as intimately and with the 
childlikeness that a Christian 
should have. Yet the Lord Jesus 
said, “When ye pray, say, Our 
Father ...” With our mouths we 
say it, but our hearts talk like: 
“Thou art a strange God a million 
miles away.’ But Jesus said, 
‘When ye pray, say, Our Father.” 
But when we are filled with the 
Spirit of God we get a little of the 
idea of it. The Scripture says, ‘For 
ye have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father” 
(Rom. 8:15). And that means 
Daddy or Papa. That does not 
mean an austere stranger, but my 
Father, my beloved, intimate, 
heavenly Daddy. 


We do not always feel that, but 
God always feels that. I do not 
always feel like a child of God, 
but I am a child of God al] the 
time whether I feel like it or not. 
I have teeth, whether I stop to 
thank God for them or not. And 
God always feels like my Father— 
whether I feel like His son or 
not. God never varies. Every gift 
comes with the love of a father. 

You may feel sorry for the birds 
out in the snow and take some 
crumbs and scatter them, or put 
some seed on the window sill, but 
that is not the way God pours out 
His blessings as on dumb brutes 
on whom He has pitye God pours 
out on His children His heart 
wrapped up in food or daily care. 
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All we have are our loving Fath- 
er’s blessings which He pours out 
every day. You may send to Fin- 
land old clothes and give a little 
money for the Red Cross. You 
may feel, “Oh, isn’t it pitiful— 
the poor heathen in China. Oh that 
I could send clothes and money.” 
And maybe you will. But ‘that is 
not the way God pours down His 
blessings on me today and yester- 
day and tomorrow and the next 
day, and all these years. No, no! 
God does it as my Father! I am 
His own child! I am dear to His 
heart. He knows everything about 
me, 


I go somewhere to hold a revival 
meeting, and the pastor says, 
“Brother and Sister Jones are a 
nice family, and they want to keep 
you at their home.” I will not be 
there the. second day until dear 
Mrs. Jones is getting out the pic- 
tures and saying, “This is my 
baby.” He may be twenty-two 
years old in college, and six feet 
tall; but he is still mother’s baby. 
She sees him still as her baby, and 
she also shows me the picture 
with his little straggling blond 
hair and the little dress mother 
made or the first little pants. It 
is a mother’s love that looks at 
her baby. And when God _ looks 
down and blesses me, He says, “I 
knew him before he was born, 
when his mother gave him to Me 
to make a preacher of him. I 
know him. I have too much invest- 
ed in him to leave him!” God 
looks at me as a father, in every 
blessing He pours out like that. 
“Like as a father pitieth his chil- 
dren, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear him. For he knoweth 
our frame; he remembereth that 
we are dust” (Psa. 103:13-14). 
“Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights.” 

That is the introduction to the 
theme that is in the rest of the 
verse, “with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning.” 
There is no varying in God. 


I. The Unchanging God 


There are many Scriptures that 
tell us that God is unchanging. 
The Bible speaks again and again 
about the everlasting God. Every- 


| thing about God is everlasting. 


Many other things are changing. 
One of these days, the Scripture 
says, an earthquake will come and 
the cities of the nations will fall 


(Rev. 16:18-19). Not very many 
things will stand. The govern- 
ments of the world will not. The 
Roman empire, that nation of iron, 
lasted only five hundred years. 
America is not likely to last that 
long as an independent govern- 
ment, No, nations’ do not stand; 
institutions do not stand. Some- 
times people think, “Oh, won't it 
be horrible if the leader of that 
schoo] or that institution dies!” 
Never mind, God can throw the 
old ones in the trash can; He will 
make another. God does not like 
to have us tied on to institutions. 
God is an everlasting and un- 
changing God. Everybody else 
changes. 


I went back to a little place 
where I lived when I was four 
years old. It was a little country 
place called Vilot community in 
Cooke County, Texas. My father 
was pastor of the church that met 
in a little building down at the 
crossroads. The blacksmith shop 
was on the other corner. I remem- 
ber where the washpot was, and 
where the cowpen was when I 
would go and sit on the fence with 
a tin cup in my hand, and my dad 
would milk the cup full of foaming 
milk for me and I would drink it 
down. A young cow Dad was milk- 
ing one day, ran around sideways 
and knocked me over. My dad 
thought it was so funny. I remem- 
ber the old cellar when I went 
down to see the goose and the eggs 
she had down there, and the old 
gander came down and got me by 
the palm of my hand with his bill 
and led me out! I was yelling 
bloody murder! 


But, I say, after I was a grown 
man I went back to that old place. 
The old house had burned and a 
new one had been built in its 
place. I went out to the old cellar 
outside, and it was all fallen in, 
I went out to the old cowpen, and 
it was all changed and gone now. 
I went over the little hill to see 
the little tank where my father 
used to drive the team to slake 
their thirst, and it was all filled 
up with dirt and all gone. 

Other things change, but God is 
the unchanging God. Many verses 
in the Bible say so. In Malachi, 
the third chapter, the Lord says, 
“For:1.am the Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed”. (Mal. 3:6). The only 
reason they were not burned up 
and sent on to Hell is because God 
says, ‘I do not change. When I 
promise, I keep My word.’ 

Another Scripture says, “For the

This Scripture says in James that | 


on this matter of the providential 
care and pouring out of the cornu- 
copia of Heaven every day, in that, 
God never changes, there is not a 
shadow of turning of His mercy, 


changing providence of God! The 
unchanging God! Isn’t it blessed | 
that God does not change? Don’t 
you like the idea that God in His 
mercy is an unvarying God and 
He never does change in His pro- 
vidence ?

I would like for you to notice 
that God does not vary with our 
thankfulness or unthankfulness.

Excuse me for talking about my | 


(Rom. 11:29). IT) 


baby. I didn’t make her that way, 


she is just that way—-when she 
says, “Pass the bacon,” after a- 
while she remembers to _ Say, 
“Please.”” But if she gets to where 


she does not say “please” she does 
without the bacon for awhile, God 
does not vary whether people are 
grateful or not. We do. I do not 


mean God does not punish His 
children and that ingratitude is 
not a sin which God hates, but 


God does not quit giving because 
we are not thankful, Our thank- 
fulness or unthankfulness does not 
change God. 


God says when you have a feast, 
go and call the poor and the blind 
and the halt and the maimed. 

God says, ““‘But love ye your ene- 
mies, and do good, and lend, hop- 
ing for nothing again (the Revised 
Version says ‘never despairing’); 
and your reward shall be great, 
and ye shall be the children of the 
Highest: for he is kind unto the 
unthankful and to the evil” (Luke 
6:35). And a companion passage in 
Matthew says, ““He maketh his sun 


to rise on the evil and on the good, 
and there never w'll be. The un-| 


and sendeth rain on the just and 
on the unjust” (Matt. 5:45). 

God sends rain on people who 
reserve it, and on those who do 
not. God does not change. I know 
God has particular variations of 
His providence. The details change, 
but the providence does not. God 
does not change with our goodness 
or wickedness. 

I said to my wife last night, 
“Do you remember how I used to 
pick people up in my car?” [I 
would delay myself on a trip, In 
a day I have picked up a dozen 
different people. I won a good 
many to Christ that way. But it

to a city engulfed in spiritual 
darkness, but Jonah refused to go. 
Several years ago I heard a Bap- 
tist preacher tell the story of the 
greatest single tragedy that ever 
occurred in Texas. It was the ex- 
plosion that killed four hundred 
school children and their teachers 
in the New London school house. 
The school was dismissing for the 
day when like a streak of lightning 
coming from the ground instead 
of the skies the great building was 
blown to atoms, and lives of teach- 
ers, boys. and girls were snuffed 
out in a flash. One family had 
five children (all they had) killed 
in the explosion. Scores of parents 
lost three or four. Their little 
bodies were so mangled that identi- 
fication of many was impossible. 


A gloom of deep, dark sorrow 
swept over our state and the na- 
tion. The government sent secret 
service men to investigate the 
cause. They labored for days. One 
of the investigators was question- 
ing a lady, the wife of a man who 
had worked on the construction 
of the building. She said, “My 
husband told me before this trag- 
edy happened that he knew there 
was faulty construction in the gas 
line under the building.” “What?” 
said the inspector. She repeated 
her statement. Then the inspector 
asked, “Did your husband know 
the construction of the gas line 
was faulty?” “Yes,” she answered. 
“Did he report it to anyone?” 
“No.” “Then your husband is a 
criminal!” he said. 

My friends, Christian people 
know there is a Hell and that lost 
people are doomed to go there 
unless some saved person leads 
them to Christ. Jonah knew that 
the Ninevites were lost, but he did 
not care. Do our church members 
care? Are you concerned for the 
lost? Are you picturing to them 
the doom that awaits them? If 
not, you are just as responsible 
for their doom as that man who 
knew of the faulty construction 
in the gas line was for the death 
of those children! 

Second, the backslider gets into 
trouble. This is inevitable. There 
are no exceptions. Jonah thought 
he would hide from God, and he 
landed in a whale’s belly. There he 
repented, prayed, and wept his 
way back to God, and God spared 
him. Backslidden friend, if you 
only knew the misery that awaits 
you, this sermon would be enough. 
You would humble yourself in 
repentance and tears. 


Third, the lost will be destroyed’ 


if they do not repent. “Jonah, go 
preach to Nineveh; cry out against 
it, for their wickedness is come up 
before me. Tell them unless they 
repent in forty days I will over- 
throw them.” To that indifferent 
soul who sits and listens tonight, 
there is one thing inevitable to you: 
unless you turn to Christ for 
salvation, you will spend eternity 
in Hell. Do not think your excuses 
will stand up at the judgment, for 
God is no respector of persons. 

Fourth, the book of Jonah re- 
veals the fact that an 
God is using every means visible 
and invisible in this universe to 
turn men from~-sin. He used a 
boat, the angry waves, the ele- 
ments and even a whale in order 
to bring a revival to Nineveh. But 
the greatest instrument God ever 
used is human agency. “Ye are 
my witnesses, saith the Lord.” 
“How can they believe on him of 
whom they have not heard?” 
“Jonah, go preach!” Jonah came 
out of that whale’s belly ready 
to preach. He set an all-time 
world’s record for a preacher: one 
hundred and twenty thousand peo- 
ple were saved at the preaching of 
Jonah! Think of it! Just one ser- 
mon was enough! Wouldn’t you 
have liked to have heard that 
sermon? | 


Jonah Preached Repentance 
What did he preach? What was 
his subject? Well, he preached 
what God told him to preach. That 
kind of 2 sermon is great regard- 
less of results. But what did God 
tell him to preach? It was the 


infinite: 
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same thing that John the Baptist 
preached in Judea. That great 
forerunner of our Lord, a man 
from the wilderness clothed in 
camel’s hair with a leather girdle 
about his loins, a man who livec 
on locusts and wild honey, a man 
who never preached one time in 
a city, depopulated the cities. He 
stood out in the open with only the 
skies for a roof. He had no pulpit, 
and the throngs that heard him 
sat on the ground. Why did all 
Judea turn out to hear this man 
sent from God? Was it because 
of a show which he put on to en- 
tertain them? No. It was the burn- 
ing message he preached, and this 
was the cry, “Repent, for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
Repent! Repent! 

It was the same message that 
Peter preached at Pentecost. That 
converted fisherman stood before 
a heartless throng that was so 
hardhearted it crucified Jesus, so 
hardhearted that the cries of our 
Lerd on the cross, the quaking of 
the earth under its feet and the 
darkness: at mid-day did not dis- 
turb it. But Peter preached to 
them about their sin. Conviction 
came, and they cried out, “Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” 
Then Peter said unto them, “Re- 
pent and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins.” Three 
thousand repented and were bap- 
tized in one day. 


Jonah preached the same thing 
our Lord preached to the Pharisees 
when He cried, “Nay, except ye 
repent ye shall all likewise perish.”’ 


The Meaning of Repentance 


But what is repentance? Un- 
doubtedly every saint and sinner 
should desire. to know what it 
means. With the help of God, we 
shall try to show you. 


Repentance is not conviction. 
We heard Gipsy Smith preach on 
repentance one night to about 
15,000 people. He said, ‘“Repent- 
ance is not conviction. I believe,”’ 
said he, “that our churches are 
filled with people who were con- 
victed ‘but who never repented. 
They knew they were wrong and 
were concerned about it, so they 
joined the church with good in- 
tentions, were baptized, but did 
not repent. They are still lost in 
their sins.” He may be right; we 
do not know. 

What is repentance? Here is the 
definition: repentance is a com- 
plete change in attitude. When 
a person genuinely repents, his 
attitude is sure to be changed 
about sin..A sinner loves sin. The 
reason is that there is pleasure in 
sin. “Moses forsook the pleasures 
of sin for a season” (the balance 
of his life on earth). But when one 
repents he not only hates sin—he 
fears sin. 


Some years ago a beautiful high 
school girl, a member of our 
church, lived just across the rail- 
road east of the church. One day 
She was walking down the street 
and met a little Eskimo spitz pup- 
py. It was a stray. She picked it 
up and carried it to her home to 
show her mother. “O mama,” 
she said, “isn’t he beautiful! Ma- 
ma, may I keep him?” The mother 
said, “If no want ads appear in 
the lost and found column of the 
paper for him, you may.” 


There were no ads, so she kept 
him. Like all normal children, she 
loved a pet. She bathed him, fed 
him, and played with him. He be- 
came her constant companion. 
How she loved that little white 
puppy! One day he bit her on 
her wrist. The sharp teeth pierced 
her arm like needles. She ran to 
her mother and had her wound 
dressed. She went on to school 
thinking little about it. In about ten 
days she became violently ill. Her 
mother called the family doctor. 
Acter careful examination the doc- 
tor suggested that they take her 
to Terrell’s laboratory and have 
some blood tests made. They did. 


“Being baptizea will not do 

you any good for salvation. 
Yet you hear people say,

If 1 thought I 
could baptize men into the 
Kingdom of God, it would be 
a good deal better for me to do 
that than to preach. I should 
go up and down the streets, 
and save men that way. If 
they would not let me do it 
while they were awake, I 
would do it while they were 
asleep.

Repentance is a change of at- 
titude toward Christ. The lost soul 
may know to his own satisfaction

He may believe 
that Jesus died and rose again 
and that He is alive forevermore. 
He may even believe that Christ 
will judge him some day, but he 
isn’t concerned about it. Repent- 
ance changes that attitude. When 
we repent, Christ’s atonement is 
absolutely necessary. We love Him. 


We adore Him. He is our best 
friend. We want to live for Him, 
and above all, we want to tell 


others about Him. Have you re- 
pented, my friend? Have we made 
it clear to you? “Jonah, go preach 
to Nineveh! Cry out against that 
city for its wickedness has come 
up before me. And Jonah preached 
saying, Yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown.” He 
preached with fire and with power 
the words God had given him. His 
preaching was to a heathen city. 
They were so ignorant of God that 
they knew not their right hand 
from their left hand about Him. 
It was the first sermon they ever 
heard. 


How many sermons have the 
lost in your city heard? Jonah 
preached and one hundred and 
twenty thousand people repented.

First words are tremendously 


important, For example, at the' was 


hospital the other day I looked at 
my little Cindy through the win- 
dow and she smiled. I could hear 
her say just as plain as day, “Dad- 
dy!” Why, anybody would know | 
what she was saying! It was ob-| 
vious! Now you don’t believe that. 
Maybe she didn’t say it. But any- 
way, it seemed to me she was 
saying that! 

Anyway, we love to grasp for 
first words. What did they say 
first? You recall the day that lit- 
tle child said “Daddy” for the first 
time. What the child really said 
was “Bla Du Glub Goo!” And 
you said, “That’s Daddy, isn’t it? 
Why, it is so plain, anybody can 
see it!” And so first words are 
tremendously important. 

The same was true with the 
Lord Jesus Christ. What were Je- 
sus’ first words in the Bible? In 
Mark, the first thing Jesus said 
, “Repent ye, and believe the

gospel.” He started talking about 
the gospel immediately. Now when 
He said, “Repent ye, and believe 
the gospel,” would you not think 
it tremendously important to heed 
the words spoken by Jesus? 

His first words in Matthew were 
when John came and Jesus said, 
“Baptize me, John.” And John said, 
“Not so, dear Lord. I am not 


worthy to baptize you. I am not 


worthy to even unloose the shoes 
on your feet.” But Jesus said, 
“Now suffer it to be fulfilled, John. 
To fulfill all righteousness I must 
indeed be baptized.” 

So could we not say, if. the 
first words that Jesus Christ said 
in Mark were of the Gospel, the 
Gospel is important? Could we not 
say, if the first words which Je- 
sus spoke in Matthew were con- 
cerning baptism, that baptism is 
important? 

Then we go down to Luke. The 


first: words Jesus said in Luke 
were when He was about twelve 
years old in the Temple; “I must 
be about my Father’s business.” 
What is the Father’s business? 
Jesus tells-us in Luke 19:10, “J 
came to seek and to save that 
which was lost.” 

The first words of Jesus in the 
book of John were spoken to sin- 
ners, “What seek ye?” The first 
word in Matthew was spoken 
about baptism. The first word in 
Mark was spoken about the Gos- 
pel. And the first words in Luke 
were spoken about winning sin- 
ners to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
And so I would say that salvation 
is important. Jesus started His 
ministry speaking about salvation. 
I would say baptism is important. 
Jesus started His ministry speak- 
ing about baptism. I would say 
that being about the Father’s busi- 
ness is important, because Jesus

business. Those are the first words 
of the Saviour.

The angels are 
coming to get me!” I remember 
that dear man in the hospital one 
night who said, “Keep preaching 
the Bible, Brother Jack,” and 
bowed his head, folded his hands, 
and slipped across in the other 
world. Last words are tremendous-

Let us hasten on. Not only were 
Jesus’ last words important, not 
only were His first words impor- 
tant, but 


His Next Words Are 
Important 

Now we know what He said 
first in the Bible, in Matthew, in 
Mark, Luke and John. We know 
what He said last in the Bible, 
in Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
But He hasn’t spoken through 
these years. Today we have not 
heard the audible voice of Jesus 
speak. What will be the next 
words of Jésus Christ? I am not 
sure what they will be, but I 
Thessalonians, chapter 4, verse 
16 says, 

“For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a 
shout.” 

When Jesus comes back, He 
will come with a shout. I don’t 
know what He will say. Maybe it 
will be, “Hallelujah!” Maybe He 
will say, “Glory to God!” Maybe 
we will hear Him say, “Come 
forth!” I don’t know what He wil} 
say, but the next time we hear 


the voice of Jesus it will be a 
shout. And I think He is going to 
say, “Come forth!” 

You recall in the eleventh chap- 
ter of John that Mary and Martha 
came to Jesus and said, “Our 
brother is sick.”’ Jesus tarried that 
day. They came back and _ said, 
“If you hadn’t tarried, our broth- 
er would not be dead. But he is 
dead now.” After he had been 
dead four days and his body was 
already stinking, Jesus came. 
What did He say? “Lazarus, come 
forth!” And Lazarus came forth. 
Bound, and they unbound him, and 
let him go and he lived again. 

A little boy said, “Mama, do 
you know why Jesus said, ‘Laz- 
arus, come forth?’ ” 

Mama said, “No, Johnny.” 

Johnny said, “He said ‘Lazarus, 
come forth’ because if He hadn't 
called Lazarus’ name, everybody 
in the grave would have come 
forth all at one time.” 

There will be a day when Jesus 
shall come from Heaven and He 
will say, “Come forth!” He will 
come with a shout. Then when He 
does come, He will say to those 
who have been saved, born again, 
and have lived for Him, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant.”

‘Daddy, the thing I enjoyed the 
most was when me and you won 
that man to Jesus this afternoon.” 

That is what Jesus came for. 
Those are His words to you. If you 
will believe in Him, He will save 
you. If you will come to Christ, 
you can have Heaven. He will give 
you, free of charge, eternal life 
and you can live forever in Heav- 
en, You say, “How may I get it?” 
Simply by trusting in Him and 
His work on Calvary as your 
hope for Heaven. 

We have seen His last words, 
His first words, His next words, 
His present words; then may I say 


that the last words that He 
ever said in the Bible were 
the words in Revelation 22: 


“Surely I come quickly.” Dear Je- 
sus, you have said in Matthew and 
in Mark, “Go.” You said in Luke, 
“Tarry to be endued with power.” 
You have said in John to follow 
You and You would make us fish- 
ers of men. Now Jesus, of all these 
things, what is the 


Most Important Thing You 
Want to Leave? 

We are almost through the Bi- 
ble, Jesus. We are almost finished 
—over here in the last book, dear 
Jesus, and we are down to the 
last chapter, the last few verses. 
Dear Jesus, we want you to tell 
us now what is the thing that you 
want people to know. What is-the 
last thing you want to say? Tell 
us quickly: What can we put in 
the last verses in the Bible? 

Jesus said, “Tell the people, 
Surely I come quickly.” 

So I repeat to you this morning, 
my precious friends, Jesus Christ 
is going to come. It may be today. 
It may be tomorrow. It may be 
Tuesday. It may be Wednesday. I 
do not know, but one thing I do 
know, that is, 


Some golden daybreak Jesus will come; 

Some golden daybreak, battles all won, 

He'll shout the victory, break through the 
blue, 

Some golden daybreak, for me, for you. 


If you do not. know Him _ before 
He comes, I beg you, by faith 
receive Him as your Saviour and 
have eternal life as your posses- 
sion. 

I take you for a minute inside a 
little treasured place in my own 
heart and share with you an ex- 
perience that to me ranks among 
the greatest experiences of my 
life. I had never carried my boy 
baby to a service before to visit 
while I preached. Last night when 
I started to the Union Gospel Mis- 
sion and to enjoy good fellowship 
with dear friends there, I turned 
to David and said, “David, how 
would you like to go tonight and 
hear Daddy preach?” 

He jumped two feet in the air 
and said, “Okay! Can Becky go 
with me?” 

“No, you have got to sit by 
yourself and be a good boy for an 
hour.” 

Now that’s a big order for my 
boy! So he took off his blue jeans, 
“T” shirt, got on some other cloth- 
es, got his coat and his cap, got 
in the car, and we drove down to 
the Mission. He heard me preach 
on “The Three Appearances of 
Nicodemus in the Bible.” He sat 
frozen looking at me. As we left 
the service he said, “Daddy, that’s 
one of the best churches I have 
ever been to’’—the Rescue Mission. 
He enjoyed the message. David is 
a little tyke, not quite six. I 
often talked to David about salva- 
tion. About once a week he and I 
have a private little talk about 
salvation. I talked to him going 
home, but this time we didn't 
mention a thing about salvation. 
I just made love to him a little bit. 
That is what every mother and 
daddy should do. 

We drove home and I got some- 
thing to carry to the hospital to 
Mrs. Hyles for that baby. They 
didn’t have anything there big 
enough to fit her! So I kissed 
David goodnight, and Becky and 
Linda, and went on to the hospi- 
tal. David went to bed. 

When I came in about 10:40 the 
light was on. My mother, who is 
staying with us, said “Son, David 
has been crying. He came in-eand 
said, ‘Mam Maw, I want to be 
saved.’”’ Some of you are wonder- 
ing why a little boy not quite 
six could know how to be saved. 
If you had dealt with your little 
boy as many times as I have 


dealt with mine, and taught him 
how to get saved, you would un- 
derstand. When he was five days 
old, and a week old, and ten days 
old we told him, and almost every 
week for almost six years we have 
told him = salvation’s plan from 
Adam in the Garden of Eden to 
Heaven. 


I carried him down stairs—just 
me and him—a men’s meeting. We 
had a little talk. I have never seen 
a boy that young under conviction 
like he was. He looked at me just 
like he would look at a business- 
man. 


“I want to get saved,” and he 
Started crying. I told him how 
again. We knelt and prayed. After 
we got through praying, I said, 
“David, what do you want to 
say now?” 

He started grinning. Becky, 
when she got saved, had a wonder- 
ful experience. But David had a 
tremendous burden lifted, and he 
said, “Now, only ones ain’t saved 
in our family is Linda Lou and 
Cindy.” He had come to Christ. 
And I had the blessed experience. 

He went-in.and-woke up Becky. 
She rejoiced and led us in prayer, 
because God had saved David. We 
called Mother on the phone at the 
hospital and told her about it. 
We called Jim, and David told 
Jim about it. He said, “I want 
to call everybody! Can I call Texas 
and tell them about it?” 

When Becky prayed she said, 
“Dear Jesus, thank you that now 
all of us will meet you in the 


air when You come.” 

You can be saved the same way. 
The last words that Jesus gave 
were, “Surely I come quickly.” 
If He came right now, Becky and 
David would rise over here. My 
mother is at Muenster today pre- 
paring for Mrs. Hyles’ return— 
she would rise over there. And 
my wife in the hospital would 
rise from there. (By the way, 
Brother Jim, you would have to 
finish the sermon, because I would 
rise too, to meet the Lord in the 
air!) 

Why do I know that? Because 
I have been born again. I am 
saved. 


Redeemed—how | love to proclaim it! 
Redeemed by the blood of the Lamb. 
Redeemed through His infinite mercy, 
His child, and forever, | am. 


Gone, gone, gone, gone! 

Yes, my sins are gone. 

Now my soul is free, and in my heart's a 
song; 

Buried in the deepest sea, 

Yes, that's good enough for me; 

| shall live eternally, 

Praise God! My sins are gone! 


Will you bow. your heads for 
prayer. While heads are bowed, 
how many of you can say with 
me, “Preacher, if Jesus’ last words 
happened today, if He did come 
right now, I too would rise to meet 
Him. I am His child. I have been 
saved. I know it.” Will you lift 
your hand up high as a testimony? 
God bless you! You may put your 
hands down, 

I wonder how many would say 
with me, “Brother Preacher, I do 


not know I am saved. I do not 
know that if Jesus came this 
morning, I would meet Him in the 
air. But I would like to know. 
I want to be saved. I want to go 
to Heaven. Would you pray for 
me, that I might be saved?” If 
so, will you lift your hand, all over 
this great crowd. God bless you, 
and you, and you. Oh, yes, there 
are many. God bless you, young 
lady at the front. Yes, dear man, 
I see you under the balcony to 
the left. 

With heads bowed and eyes 
closed, listen carefully. Would you 
do right where you are what my 
boy did last night? Would you 
say this to God, “O God, have 
mercy on me, a sinner, and save 
me now. I do now receive Jesus 
as my Saviour, and trust Him 


to take me to Heaven when I die.” 
Jesus said, “Him that cometh to 
me, I will in no wise cast out.”

And he came back 
the third time and I didn’t give 
him any more.” I vary, but God 
never does. God is still good to 
that preacher. God does not vary. 


I was at the Grand Opera House 
in Chicago im the noonday meet- 
ings not long ago, and a fellow 
come up and said, “I am from 
Texas. I am from Galveston.” 

“Fine.” I said, “I am glad to 
see a fellow from Texas.” 

“T am a Christian,” he said. 

I asked him where he went to 
church, and he did not go any- 
where in particular. I found he 
did not have any money for food 
and did not have a job. 

“All right, here is fifty cents,” 
I said. He told me he had the 
promise of a job in a few days. 
He came back in another night or 
two, and I gave him a dollar. Then 
he came over to the Grand Opera 
House another day or so later, 
and said, “My mother lives in St. 
Louis, She is sick and would like 
to see me, I can get a bus ticket 
for three dollars.” 

I said, “I am sorry, I don’t have 
three dollars,” and I quit him. 

But God did not quit me after I 
treated God worse than that all 
these years. God has not quit me. 
God never varies with our un- 
thankfulness. God ought to. We 
ought to get stripe for stripe, an 
eye for an eye, and a tooth for a 
tooth, burning for burning. But we 
do not, because God never quits. 
God never changes, “Every good 
gift and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of 
turning.” 

Jesus healed ten lepers one day, 
and they went away. One of them 
turned and fell down at Jesus’ feet 
when he saw he was healed and 
praises poured out and thanksgiv- 
ing to God. Jesus said, “Were 
there not ten cleansed? but where 
are the nine?” It broke His heart, 
but He did not quit healing lepers. 
God does not vary. The unfailing 
mercy of God! “Every good gift 
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and every perfect gift is- from 
above, and cometh down from thé 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variabléneéss, . neither shadow of 
turning.” There is not a shadow; 
not a hairsbreadth of turning from 
the benevolent, providing love of 
God! Anyone can say, “Hallelu- 
jah,” any time you want to around 
here! (A man says, “Halléelujah’’”’) 


III. Our Unprofitableness Does 
Not Cause God to Vary 


I want you to notice that God's 
unfailing love does not depend on 
jour returns, how much God is go- 
fing to get out of us. He is not 
going to get much out of me, yet 
He has already invested so much 
in me that He cannot throw me 
away. But God’s mercy does not 
depend on the returns He gets out 
of you. When we do our best, we 
can say, “We are unprofitable ser- 
vants,” as Jesus instructed (Luke 
17:10). Good Brother Fulton 
preaches and pours out his heart 
Sunday mornings and Sunday 
nights, and raises money to pay off 
the mortgage on this fine building 
—and this church is a _ blessed 
lighthouse in the midst of this 
wicked city—yet when he goes 
home Sunday night, he can say, 
“Lord I am an unprofitable ser- 
vant. You don’t get back the in- 
terest on me. I ought to be in 
Hell.” (Rev. Howard Fulton, pas- 
tor, says, “Amen!’’) And yet God’s 
mercy does not vary a hairsbreadth. 
It does not depend on what 
He can get out of you. It started 
on what He can gwe you. He is 
not starting on what you promis- 
ed; He is starting on what He 
promised you. He does not vary 


IV. Hard Times Cannot Affect 
God’s Abundant, Unvarying 
Care 

This unvarying, unchanging 
goodness of God ought to settle 
the question of all your worry. 
You say, “But I tell you, there are 
dark clouds now.” There always 
have been dark clouds for any- 
body out of the grace of God, a 
dark future. Talk about depres- 
sions—cCnhristian ” people have no 
business knowing anything about 
a depression. Do you think the 
bank in Heaven has gone broke, 
or are you depending on the banks 
down here? You say, “It is hard 
to get a job these days.” It is not 
hard for God. Why don’t you get 
one from God? God has plenty of 
jobs. Down in Egypt’s darkness, in 
the days of Moses, which is a pic- 
ture of the Great Tribulation— 
down in that darkness and shadow 
and blackness, the Scripture says, 
“The children of Israel had light 
in their dwellings’ (Exo. 10:23). 
God made a difference between 
Israel and the Egyptians. It was 
so dark the Egyptians did not 
move out of their places. It was 
so dark it could be felt. There 
was not a glimmer. Yet among 
the children of Israel, their chil- 
dren played on the floor and Moth- 
er washed the dishes and got the 
meals, and they went on about 
their duties and there was light 
in their dwellings. 


There is not any darkness for 
a Christian over what is coming 
on the world. We know part of 
what is coming, and for Chris- 
tians it is going to be good. I tell 
you now, all things are working 
together for me. I love the Lord, 
and everything God ever made or 
ever let happen is going to hap- 
pen for good. I have good things 
coming. It is a foolish thing for a 
child of God not to be praising 
Him. We ought to go home today 
with shouts of thanksgiving as i! 
every. war were over, as if there 
were no more big taxes, not a boy 
drafted into the army, as if there 
were not any sickness and not any 
crime. We ought to go home in 
thanksgiving and say, “My Fa- 
ther is runnnig this business, and 
He loves me, and He never varies.” 


You people who have a God only 
for good times—phooie on you! 
I don’t want that kind—the kind 
of Christianity that is fine when 
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everybody is well, when you have 
nice jobs, that is. fine when the 
crowd likes you. But put it down 
now, the only God who is any good 
is. the kind who is good in trouble 
and heartbreak. “And call upon me 
fin the .day of trouble: I will de- 
liver thee, and thou shalt glorify 
me’ (Psa. 50:15). We have plenty 
}for which to thank God today. We 
have» plenty in which to rejoice 
‘today. We have the unfailing God, 
and He is the secret of peace for 
all needed blessings all the time, 
and that. has» not changed, and 
will. not change a shadow; will not 
change, will not vary a shadow. 
He is the unchanging, unvarying 
Ged! 


V. The Wnehanging God Must 
Keep All He Saves 


Let us see a little more on the 
matter of salvation. Everywhere 
I go, people are saying, “Pray for 
me that I will hold out faithful.” 
Aren't you presuming a good déal 
about holding out faithful? You 
will have to get faithful before 
you can do any holding out. Let 
me tell you, friends, salvation is 
not a matter of my holding out. 
No sir! 

I am here in a Baptist church, 
and I am a Baptist preacher; but 
there is one article in the Baptist 
statement of faith, the old New 
Hampshire Statement of Faith, 
that I do not betieve. It says: 
believe in the perseverance of the 
saints.” I don’t believe anything 
of the kind. I believe God does the 
persevering, not the saints. I be- 
lieve the saints are preserved. 
“They are preserved forever’ (Psa. 
37:28), they do not persevere. I 
do not know any saints that per- 
severe, That old-fashioned lan- 
guage perhaps meant something 
else, but I would not be safe any 
five minutes of persevering I ever 
did in the world! An old fellow 
said the other day at the noonday 
meetings, “I have been on the 
Lord’s side fifty-eight years, and 
in that fifty-eight years I have 
never turned aside; I have never 
been backslidden. I have been right 
on the firing line all the time.” I 
said to myself what perhaps I did 


not have the nerve to say aloud, 


but I felt like saying, “Hypocrite! 
liar! I don’t believe a word of it! 
I don’t believe anybody has been 
saved fifty-eight years, nor fifty- 
eight minutes, who never turned 
aside.”’ You say, “I am determined 
to go through for God.” J am not 
determined, I have turned that 
over to somebody else and He is 
determined to do it. You say, “I 
am striving to make Heaven my 
home.” You will burst your head 
against a stone wall. People do 
not get to Heaven by striving. 
They get to Heaven by turning it 
over to Somebody else who does 
all the striving. It is the unvary- 
ing goodness of God that keeps 
me, not my unvarying goodness. I 
vary; God does not. 


Somebody asked me, “Can a 
child of God fall away and be 
lost? We are all in a big contro- 
versy about it.” I said, “That de- 
pends. If you are keeping yourself, 
then the first wobble you make, 
you are gone. But if God does the 
saving, and the keeping, He does 
not wobble, then you are still 
saved. You take your choice. If 
you are going to do the saving, 
you are in a pretty tight fix, for 
you wobble all the time.” Brother, 
here is one man who is going to 
Heaven sitting down. You say, 
“You lazy cuss, why don’t you get 
ip and work?” As far as getting 
‘o Heaven is concerned, I am rid- 
‘ng on a train and Somebody else 
s pulling the train. Somebody else 
9aid for my ticket. I am riding on 
2 pass. All the people who take 
‘heir wages go to Hell, for “the 
vages of sin is death.” But I am 
roing to Heaven on a pass. 


There was an old colored man, I 
am told, who drove an old ox cart. 
Those old oxcarts were made with 
solid wooden wheels, and they had 
a wooden axle and it would wear, 
and the wheels wobbled. Has any- 
one here ever seen one of those old 
ox carts? (Two or three hold 
hands.) But old Sambo was driv- 
ing this team of oxen, and as he 
went along, the wheels wobbled 
this way, and wobbled that way. 
A white man who loved to tease 
the old colored man said to him, 
“Where are you going, Sambo?” 

“T’se going to town, Marse 
George.” 

“You'll never get there. Look at 
{those wheels. The only time they 
are ever in the ruts is when they 
cross them. They wobble this way, 


“We 


and they .wobble back that way. 
You will never get there. And that 
is just about like you are going to 
Heaven, too. You will never make 
it?” 

But Sambo said, “Marse George, 
I ain't depending on these wob- 
bling wheels to get me to town. 
Old Buck and Jerry are hitched on 
to this thing, and they are going 
right on down the road. Buck and 
Jerry are going to get me to 
town.” 

And Somebody is hitched on to 
John Rice, and I am going right 
on down the road. The Lord is 
going to get me to Heaven. The 
unvarying God who started, is go- 
ing to get me to Heaven. “Whom 
he called, them he also justified: 
and whom he justified, them he al- 
so glorified” (Rom. 8:30). Brother, 
God has this thing in hand. It is 
the unvarying God, the unfailing 
God. Salvation is settled because 
He settled it, and what He settled 
will never be unsettled. 

Too many people say, “Brother 
Rice, IF tell you now, you have 
got to live it.” Brother, if it takes 
living it, I am long gone, that is 
all, and you are, too. The trouble 
is, you do not have any of God's 
idea about sin. Oh, if you only 
knew it,. you are already a hope- 
less case. It takes the mercy of 
God to keep you out of Hell. Ev- 
erybody here ought to be in Hell, 
and would be; but it is a wonder- 
ful thing that He who loved us 
when He saved us, loves us now. 
I did not deserve it then, and I do 
not deserve it now. 

I grew up in west Texas. In that 
rough cow country I got back- 
slidden. One night I went to a lit- 
tle Presbyterian church. Young 
friends of mine were being saved, 
and many others blessed. One 
night they sang: 


Pass me not, O gentle Saviour, 
Hear my humble cry, 
While on others Thou art calling, 


Do mot pass me by. 


Some way my heart cried out, 
and I said, “O Lord, don’t leave 
me out of this blessing! Don’t pass 
me by. Give me the blessing, too!” 
And the past, my drifting, was all 
cleared away and I had peace. I 
walked home over the prairie of 
west Texas, and looked up. The 
stars were so near, and God was 
as near as my breath, and TI said; 


“Lord, I wilt never grieve You 


again. I will never go against You, 
I will never forget to pray and 
read my Bible from this day on.” 
And I meant it from my heart; or 
I thought I meant it. I went on 
for two or three weeks, but the 
first thing I knew; I had lost my 
joy. I had lost my blessing. But I 
had not lost the Lord, and He had 
not lost me. But I had lost the 
feeling and joy. I had a heart 
searching time, and I went back 
to the Lord and I said, “Lord, I 
lied to You. I said I would never 
do wrong any more. I said I would 
never drift away, and I thought I 
meant it. I made a mistake, but 
ify You will give me one more 
chance, that is all I ask You, and 
I promise You now I will never 
grieve You any more.” 

The Lord in His mercy—He 
must have smiled when He did it— 
gave me back the joy, and I started 
out happy in the Lord. I went 
along, and as I was busy here and 
there, my joy was gone. It hap- 
pened to me as it did to Samson 
when he had his head in Delilah’s 
lap, “He wist not that the Lord 
was departed from him” (Judges 
16:20). And I woke up one day as 
he did, to take a sweet drink, and 
found bitterness and gall in it. 
God was not there, as far as my 
consciousness was concerned. At 
first I was uneasy, and then I was 
overwhelmed with a sense of guilt. 
I had promised the Lord, and now 
I was afraid He would never be-

lieve me any more. I felt that God 
must have been awfully surprised. 
After more time of heart searching 
and prayer, I finally got faith to 
say, “Lord, I will try again.”

I said, “If you feed that cat, it 
will be under your feet the rest 
of the time.” 

But she begged, and Mrs. Rice 
could not refuse, so I said, “Well, 
if you are going to keep it, it 
ought to have some warm milk.” 

Elizabeth warmed the milk and 
put it in a saucer and gave it to 
the kitten. The kitten got down 
and lapped up the milk, and left 
his motor running all the time! 
It lapped up the milk until its lit- 
tle belly swelled out. A day or two 
jater my wife started across the 
kitchen preparing the dinner and 
she stepped on the cat. It let out 
a meow! She said, “That cat is 
under foot all the time! I won’t 
have it in the house.” 

“Never mind,” I said, “you have 
adopted you a cat.” 

She would put him out, but he 
would go around to the front door, 
and somebody would open the 
door. As big a family as we have, 
we can’t keep all the doors shut 
all the time. That-cat had adopted 
us. The cat just stayed there, un- 
der foot or not. He was our cat. 
He decided so the first skXucer of 
milk he got. 

Once I was a poor, flea-bitten, 
bony sinner, and God gave me sal- 
vation and warmed my heart, and 
He has a cat on His hands, and 
He cannot get rid of me! God can- 
not change. If God ever starts to 
turn me down when I ask Him 
to restore my joy or cleanse me 
again from sins I confessed, if the 
Lord ever starts changing on me, 
I will say, “Lord, look at that 
verse! What are You going to do 
about that?” He is without a

shadow of turning. “With whom. 


is no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning.” God cannot change 
regarding His mercy. We. are 
blessed by God this Thanksgiving 
Day, and we will have another 
thanksgiving day tomorrow and 
the next day and the next! Do not 
be afraid of tragedy and heart- 
break; the unfailing providence of 
God will supply us. 


Conclusion: God Wants You to 
Take All He Gives 


Another word before I close, and 
that is this: What shall I do for 
the Lord, then, for all His bless- 
ing? The first thing I ought to do, 
someone said, is to pay Him back. 
Yes, you should try to do that, 
but you can never succeed. That 
is not the main thing God wants 
you to do. The best way to please 
God is to take what He is doing 
for you. Oh, my friends, do good 
things, yes. Put tithes and offer- 
ings in to show how you love Him. 


The Unvarying God 


Give your heart’s love. Serve Him. 
Work your hands to the bone. I 
will go to Africa, or anywhere He 
says. But after all, what God 
wants is for you to open up and 
let Him fill you. Let Jesus come 
in. It is not what you promise, 
but taking what He has. When the 
prodigal boy got home, do you 
think that father said, “Look here, 
young man, before I let you in, are 
you done with booze?. Another 
thing, will you never run off any 
more? I want to know what kind 
of companions and habits . you 
have.” No, that boy did not prom- 
ise anything. He said to himself, 
“Well, I will go back and tell my 
father I am willing to be a hired 
servant.”’ But he never got it out. 
Before he started to say it, the 
father called to the servants, and 
the boy had a robe and a ring, 
and the fatted calf was killed and 
neighbors were called in to come 
in and rejoice! The father did it 
all. That boy did not get back be- 
cause he promised; he got back 
on the father’s promise. All he did 
was take what the father gave. 
What. shall we do with God's 
blessings? Blessed be God, we 
must simply take more blessings! 
We honor God by taking more 


blessings. We have testimony 
meetings and say, “I am glad Je- 
sus saved me.” That is fine, but 
that is just one of the five bless- 
ings we read of this morning in 
Psalm 103. 


“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and 
all that is within me, bless his 
holy name. Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his bene- 
fits: 

(1) “Who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities;’’—but do not stop there. 


(2) “Who healeth all thy diseas- 


es; 


(3) “Who redeemeth thy life 
from destruction;” 

(4) “Who crowneth thee with 
lovingkindness and tender jmer- 
cies;”” 

(5) “Who satisfieth thy mouth 
with good things; so that thy 
youth is renewed like the eagle's.” 
—Psalm 103:1-5. 

My, my, it is just a start when 
you get saved! Why don’t you open 
up and say, “Lord, I am going to 
take today, and be filled with the 
Spirit, and be filled with all the 
fullness of God, and know the 
riches of His grace, and know the 
fellowship of His sufferings. Lord, 
I will claim and take and have 
and be full.” That is what He 
wants: you to do. 

Out on the Pacific Coast, a 
Chinaman was cooking for a lum- 
ber camp. He went out for a walk 


fin the snow one day on the side 
of the Sierra Mountains. As. he 
walked along in the snow, he heard 
a noise behind him, and saw be- 
hind him a few yards back a big 
grizzly bear sniffing along at his 
tracks. He said, “Vell, you likee 
my tracks, I makee you some 
more!” 


I tell you what to do, God has 
been good to us this year, let’s 
ask for more next year. Pray big- 
ger prayers. Oh, let’s give God 
a chance to pour in. 

David said, ‘What shall I render 
unto the Lord for all his benefits 
toward me? I will take the cup 
of salvation and then ask Him 
for some more’ (Psa. 116:12-13). 
Isn’t that what he said? All right, 
let’s do it. Oh, let’s go home to- 
day and say, “Lord, give me some 
more.” Let’s let our hearts be 
grateful, give us_praises, but let 
us take what God has. Oh, God's 
heart aches for somebody to open 
the door and let Him in. “Go, bor- 
row thee vessels abroad of all thy 
neighbours, even empty vessels; 
borrow not a few” (II Kings 4:3). 
God will not be any poorer. A man 
down in Dallas prayed, “Now Lord, 
it may seem like we are asking 
an awful lot, but we will try not 
to ask You so much any more.” 
I am sure people feel like God is 
overburdened. His burden is that 


you do not take. Why do you not 


take? 

Is there anybody here not saved 
today? On this Thanksgiving Day, 
why do you not say, “I will open 
my heart, and by faith I will take 
and have salvation and forgiveness 
and blessing and go home happy.” 
Why do you not take freely the 
bountiful blessings offered by an 
unvarying God?
